And Out Come 


One-Time Boss of San Francisco, Now in Prison, Writes Play 


in Which He Is the Hero 


tive Burns, “Who Put Him Away’’ 


To hear a prison full of bestriped 
convicts erying “Author! “Author!” 
and see an equally bestriped convict 
acknowledge the curtain call is--- 

Well, to say the least, it is out of the 
ordinary, but so were some of the other 
things that Abraham Ruef, one-time 
controller of San Francisco's political 
destinies, did during his days of free- 
dom; so much out of the ordinary that 
after months of fighting he went to the 
penitentiary to make reparation. 

San Francisco's bright light district 
suspected Ruef of many things, dul 
never did it pieture him as a play- 
wright, and certainly it did not dream 
that Ruef would dramatize his own ca- 
reer, make himself the “hero” of a ser- 
jes of dramatic episodes, and “show 
up" the detective who sent him to pris- 
on as a Machiavellian conspirator, a 
templer, a trickster, a master of sub- 
tiety. 

That is how Abe Ruef, sentenced to 
hard Jabor in prison, furnishes testi- 
mony that corroborates Osear Wilde's 
“Ballad of Reading Gaol,” and gets 
even with William J. Burnes, the de- 
tective who “put him away,” 

Truly, it is-a French piot and situa- 
tion, worthy of the best contemporary 
boulevard playwright. 

Rue} Could ‘Come Back.” 
Stone walls do not a prison make, 
Or iron bars a cage. 

So said Richard Lovelace, the poet. 

That prison bars and regulations, 
Jong sentences, penitentiary stripes, and 
the lowest forms of menial work do not 


mean necessarily that a convict “loses | 


himself," is the modernized version 
from Abraham Ruef, who is by no 
means shunned by men, but would be 
returned, so his friends say, lo his po- 
litical peerage were he to go free to- 
morrow and return to the scenes of his 
former endeavors. 

Occasionally one hears of long-term 


prisoners utilizing their hours of idle-! 


ness to prepare themselves for the new 
and more useful lives after they have 
paid their debt to justice. These tales 
of convict endeavor come at intervals 
long removed from each other. 
more often the case that enforced in- 
mates of prisons spend their time in 
learning new criminal methods that will 
make them less liable ‘to capture and 
conviction when resuming their careers, 
It is a much more frequent occurrence 
to discover convicts engaged in mak- 
ing counterfeit coins within prison

It was not tone after Black inade his 
demonstration that Montgolfler sent a 
silken haloon up into the heavens and 
watehed it careening through space, 
and the following year, 1783, the Ment- 
solflers—Joseph and Stephen—made a 
suceessful ascent in a balloon. The 
same year Charles ascendgd in a hydro- 
jen balloon to the height’ of-9,770 feet, 
Ballooning was a suceess, and in an 
amazingly short time it became popular 
in all lands.

It was now 
possible to navigate the air somewhat 
in accordance with the will of the navi- 
gator, instead of navigating it solely at 
the wind'’s mighty deeree —- floating 
about everywhere without the ability 
to go anywhere

Death of 
Penisa Maid 


The death of the great racing animal 


Penisa Maid) whieh died a week’ or 
more af Ppobbs tee Gaehs of one of 
the grandest pieces of horse flesh that 


ever stepped. The following is taken 
from the Grand Rapids Herald, July 30, 


1911. 

A pathetic scene was enacted 
yesterday afternoon at Comstock 
Park, when Penisa Maid, most 
beauteous and most promising of 
trotting mares, was buried deep 
In the infleld of the track oval. 

Trainers and ordinarily unemo- 
tlonal stable swipes sobbed unaf- 
fectedly, and track dignitaries 
turned and choked in their throats 
as $25,000 worth of horsefiesh 
was consigned to earth. 

The death of Penisa Maid, whose 
record stood at 2.04!4, occurred 
in her stall at the park shortly af- 
ter 1 o’clock yesterday morning. 
An autopsy by Dr. Robertson Muir 
estabjished the fact that compound 
fracture of the pelvis bone had 
ruptured @ blood vessel, resulting 
In hemorrhages, which caused 
death. Grewsome souvenirs of the 
sad occasion were eagerly grabbed 
off by the smali group of sincere 
Mourners at the graveside. Pre- 
siding Judge Keating secured one 
of the mare’s well worn shoes and 
A. G. Asdikaii, of the New York 
Telegraph, took one of the fleet- 
est hoofs which ever stepped on 
the tracks, The head, sald by 
track officials to be the most 
beautiful which adorned any ani- 
mal travolling the Grand Circuit, 
will bo preserved and mounted by 
Harry A. Moormann, of the Kent 
Scientific museum for her owner,
